Durham Challenges 
Wylie Statements 
On Force Busing 


“Do you really want to 
be on record of favoring 
amending the u.s. Con- 
stitution to deprive 
Negroes of the rights that 
other American citizens 
enjoy as a matter of 
course?” asks Anna Mae 
Durham in a letter to U.S. 
Rep. Chalmers P. Wylie.

Minimum Wage 


Historically, minorites have looked 
to policies of the Federal government 
as a means of overcoming the 
inequities of our society. The positive 
results of legislative, executive and 
judicial actions on behalf of 
America’s Black and other minorities 
are well documented. But, there 
comes a time when we should 
seriously question the real impact of 
programs and policies on the 
nation’s underprivileged. 

Such a bill that should be 
questioned in light of present 
economics is H.R. 3744 -- whicl 
would (a) increase the Federa. 
minimum wage from $2.30 to $2.85 
per hour; (b) index the minimur 
wage to 60 percent of the averagr 
manufacturing wage, and (c, 
sliminate the tip credit allowance 
which allows the combination of 


as legal minimum wages have clim- 
bed, the adverse effect on the young 
has become increasingly clear. The 
burden falis primarily on young un- 
skilled workers — and particularly on 
Black teenagers. Yet, public per- 
ception and beliefs skill adhere to 
the contrary view, that increases in 
the minimum wage have. no 
detrimental effects. 

If the tip credit is repealed, a 
system that ensures total income to 
every worker at least equal to the 
minimum wage, employers would im- 
mediately face more than doubling in 
labor costs of tipped employees-- 
that is, loss of the present $1.15 
credit plus the 24 percent increase 
over the current minimum wage. 

What would happen? According to 
the National Restaurant Association, 
some 700,000 foodservice jobs would

The Roots 


The instant looting that follow 
the blackout in New York City, has 
become news and a source of com- 


ment all over the world. Rightly or , 


wrongly, the impression created 
the news media, is that the looters 
and arsonist were Blacks. This was 
especially evident in the TV pictures 
and those published in the 
newspapers. : 
For months and, perhaps years, 
people at all levels will be arguing 
and debating the question: WHY? 
A number of people have been 
quoted as to their ansWer of WHY. 
- George F. Will, writing in his syn- 
dicated column, said: “... the United 
States has within its urban 
population many people who lack the 
economic abilities and character 
traits necessary for life in a free and 
lawful society.” , 
To this explanation, | will agree, for 
he did not qualify it or point to any 
one segment.-of. our population. as 
being the guilty ones. Since Mr. Will, 
in this same column had cited 
previous riots in Boston and New 
York, even going back to 1711, (in 
which no Negroes participated) | fur- 
ther agree with his statement that: 
“Obviously what happened in New 
York's blackout was not peculiar to 
that city or age.” 


If then, we can start from this base, 
perhaps we can put the WHY in its 
proper prospective. 

Looting-.and..burning..was._not_in- 
troduced in America by Blacks. U.N. 
Ambassador Andrew Young- was 
truthful when he said: “If you turn 
lights out, folks steal.” This is true 
because there is an element in our 
society on whom the veneer of 
civilization is so thin that it makes 
them react at every opportunity in a 
uncivilized manner. 

This was first evidenced when the 
white man made his first contact with 
the American indians. Lawlessness 
has been a sordid part of this 
nation’s history ever since. 


It was this lawlessness that 
brutalized the Indians and ignited 
their retaliation in kind. Next, it was 
the Blacks who were subjected to 
white lawlessness and_exploitation. 

Millions of people who, for 
generations, have never known 
equality or justice, have a difficult 
time keeping from patterning their 
behavior with that of the whites. 
There is an ingrained strain of 
lawlessness in the fabric of this 
nation that defies eradication. its en- 
demic and

fairness of government and our 
economic system. Somewhere along 
the line, people have developed new 
moral concepts. A big contributor to 
these concepts is the way funds are 
administered to those on welfare and 
to those on unemployment. 

When people see so many other 
people engaged in ripping-off in one 
way or the other, they are led to 
believe that this is the accepted way. 
-So, whenever there is a disaster of 
any kind, whether it is in New York, 
Watts, or Johnstown, PA., the very 
first thing the police or national 
guard has to do is to try to prevent 
looting. 

Looters are then, not people who 
are hungry or ill clothed. They are 
just people who believe that it is an 
acceptable mode of life to take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to rip- 
off and loot. The fact that much of 
the New York loot was immediately 


and openly offered for sale,.is_proof. 


that looting was for profit and not for 
personal need. _ 

Wills, in his column pointed out 
that “Fifteen per cent of those 
arrested in Watts were children. One- 
third of the adults arrested had been 
convicted of major crimes, another 
one-third had been convicted of 
minor crimes.” The early evidence of 
those arrested in New York indicate 
that a large percentage of them have 
criminal records. 

The rackets, labor union rip-offs, 

Watergate,.all are part of the cor- 
nucopia of crime that seems to be 
ever expanding, permeating not only 
the ghettos, but the police depart- 
ments and even into the high places 
of our government and social struc- 
ture. : 
Will Durant, the historian, has well 
said: “Moral codes differ because 
they adjust themselves to historical 
and environmental conditions.” 

So, to get at the “WHY?” we need 
to examine the weaknesses in our 
society and government. Wrong 
doings at one level begets the same 
at other levels. The pardoning of 
Richard Nixon has had the 
catastropic effect on millions of 
people that there is not one kind of 
justice for all. It.is these inequalities 
that make people feel that the only 
thing wrong about anything is being 
caught. 

James Madison said: “There are 
more instances of the abridgement of 
the freedom of the people by gradual 
and silent encroachment of those in 
power than by~viotent and sudden 
usurpation.” _

The unemployment 
among black youths is a 
very high percent and it is 
up to the black man to help 
reduce that percentage.

This is no criticism of 
the Temple for what the 
public has been seeing.

It is sometimes 
necessary to disarm 
people in order to control 
them. Sometimes this tac- 
tic is used to discredit 
something of value so that 
those in possession of the 
valuable commodity — will 
not focus on its value and 
thus will relinquish it to be 
exploited by others. This is 
.very often the case when 
whites wish to gain 
something from blacks so 
that they may exploit it 
commercially. Blacks have 
been so gullible that they 
have been unable to 
capitalize on their own 
positives. 

The history of this nation 
and _all others is that those 
groups low’ on the totem 
pale as a natural result of 
their fight to survive and 
advance have created 
cultural forms, patterns 
and resources whose 
dynamics have been 
salable to the broader- 
society, 

A discernible pattern has 
emerged from American. 
society which spells out 
the way. that black 
dynamics: are stolen and 
harnessed for mercantile 
exploitation by others. 

Once upon a time there 
was a Negro baseball 


league that packed em’ in 
like sardines. Major league 
baseball saw the 


readymade market and in- 
tegrated baseball. 
Though the integration 
was a positive step it 
eliminated black 
managers, black coaches, 
black umpires and others 
for many years to come. 
Once upgp a time there 
was music called rhythm 
and blues. It was called 
colored music. It was 


going strong and 
dominated the music 
charts, Then somebody, 


nobody wants to say who, 
started black folks to 
argue among themselves 
about soul and whether 
white folk could have soul. 
After blacks had argued 
and almost fought over the

Rumor: «The Columbus De- 
segregation Plan-To-Be isn’t fair 
because it doesn't include all the 
schools: 

Facth: Fou: different desegrega- 
tion proposals have been suggested, 
each with its own opinion on bound- 
ary lines and affected schools. While 
it's true that some of these suggested 
proposals eliminate the use of court- 
ordered busing in some schools, one 
proposal desegregates all schools. 
The fact remains that the U.S. Fed- 
eral Court will decide how each 
school will be affected. Whatever 


the decision, we at MCSC are con- 
fident it will be reasonable, fair and 
impartial to all.
